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One-handed Driving 


O" pronounced dislike of unnecessary hand signalling has increased to the 
point where we feel convinced that its encouragement is causing positive 
danger. “Before you stop or slow down or change direction,” says the 
Highway Code with an air of nitwitted virtue, “give the proper signal and give it 
in.good time”; and before he does these things the equally nitwitted and virtuous 
driver obediently wags a hand. 

Well and good, but the laws of motion are such that this courtly procedure, 
exercised, say, at a right-hand turn out of a main road, will not prevent the car which 
had begun to overtake (however unwisely) at 60 m.p.h. from making a mess of the 
dutifully executed turn across the traffic. And the only safeguard against such 
occurrences is the rear mirror. 

Herein exists the danger of unrestricted hand signalling. The average driver 
is not very skilful, nor highly intelligent. He not only misunderstands signalling, 
believing it to be mandatory, but also he is often incapable of (a) turning right, (b) 
hand signalling his intention, and (c) most important of all, ascertaining in his rear 
mirror if it is safe to do so, all at once. As a result, magistrates are frequently 
called upon to listen to the pathetic defence, “I made a signal,” made in the 
full confidence that the signaller is thereby absolved from all blame for what followed 

This state of affairs is typical of too much of a good thing, and we suggest that it is 
high time that the methods adopted by this journal (and, no doubt, by most of its 
readers) were advocated by driving teachers and examiners. Signals should be used 
only when observation confirms that they are necessary, and unnecessary signals 
should be regarded as just as much a driving solecism as is parking on the wrong 
side at night. By insistence on this, proper watchfulness is assured. It has been 
said that Britain is the one country in which drivers are expected to drive for at 
least half the time with one hand out of the window, and there is much truth in the 
cynicism. For everyone’s sake, let wagging be confined to puppy dogs’ tails. 


Cheap Holidays 


O many complaints have been made at the expense of touring in France that 
we are pleased to publish an article that proves the contrary. A member of 
this staff with considerable touring experience has just driven through 2,000 
miles of France, and without stinting themselves in either food or accommodation 
his party of four found that £2 per day per head was quite enough, although it 
included petrol and garaging charges 
The method, although widely known, is worth reiteration pour encourager les 
autres. Hotels at the price required are selected from one of the pertinent publica- 
tions which the French do so well; these are sought out and used for dinner, bed and 
breakfast. A picnic lunch is obtained by a morning shopping round, and enjoyed 
under the usually blue skies of the summer Continent; this somewhat frugal meal 
is, in any case, to be recommended on grounds of comfort, the contemporary English 
stomach being ill conditioned for two full French meals a day. Living like this, about 
24s per head is likely to go on the night stop, and about 2s 6d on lunch; there is 
thus ample margin for extras from the £2 per day, and the quick lunch permits a con- 
siderable daily mileage to be covered in spite of incidental stops for various purposes 
of enjoyment; 200 miles, for instance, seems a mere jaunt, especially in the areas of 
France where the roads streak straight across country 
It should be emphasized that there was, in the tour described, no attempt to cut 
expenditure to the bare minimum, such an expensive “Englishism” as afternoon 
tea being permitted in spite of the desire to “do as the French do”—and tea in 
France is still a luxury, though fairly easily obtained nowadays. That such 2 tour 
could be done even more cheaply is not disputed, but really Spartan conditions are 
not enjoyed by everyone. However, good French family standards can be 





NCE again the backroom boys 
at Abingdon have been busy fit- 
ting a new heart into the 

famous Goldie Gardner record car in 
an attempt to establish a number of 
new records for Class F cars (1,100- 
1,500 c.c.) on a circular track specially 
bulldozed on the Salt Lake Flats, Utah, 
U.S.A. At present the 100-mile, 200- 
kilometre and one-hour records are 
held by a Bugatti at 119.01 m.p.h. for 
the 100-mile and one-hour run, and at 
118.88 m.p.h. for the 200 kilometres. 
It is hoped that Colonel Gardner’s car 
will average at least 140 m.p.h. for one 
hour and, if so, apart from breaking 
the three above-mentioned records, the 
50-km, 50-mile and 100-km records, at 
present held by an Alta, will also be 
broken. 

On a ten-mile straight stretch at- 
tempts will be made to improve a num- 
ber of short-distance flying start re- 
cords at present held by Colonel 
Gardner; the one-kilometre, one-mile 
and the five-kilometre at 204.3 m.p.h., 
203.9 m.p.h. and 200.6 m.p.h. respec- 
tively. An attempt will also be made 
to improve on the flying start five-mile,

the normal workings of the company. 
In fact, the preparation of this car has 
meant almost a complete elimination of 
spare time for the two technicians, Syd 
Enever and Reg Jackson, who have 
been connected with this car since it 
was built and who have gone with 
Colonel Gardner to Utah for what it is 
hoped will be a record-breaking week 
commencing on Monday, August 20. 

As already remarked, the external 
appearance of the car is basically the 
same, with the exception that an alter- 
native cockpit cover, which is not com- 
pletely enclosed, will be used for the 
hour record to allow some fresh air to 
enter what will undoubtedly be a very 
hot place. 


Extra Tanks 


Looking underneath (or should one 
say inside, as this is a totally enclosed 
body ?), one finds that extra fuel tanks 
have been fitted, these being mounted 
pannier fashion, one each side of the 
chassis frame and well within the 
wheelbase of the machine. It has been 
unnecessary to carry such a large 
amount of fuel on previous record runs 
of much shorter distance. 

The 1}-litre M.G. engine will be 
used in two forms. For the one-hour 
record it will be run on a 7.25 to 1 
compression ratio, and with 10lb per 
sq in boost from the Shorrocks blower 
the engine will develop 92 b.h.p. at 
5,400 r.p.m. However, for short- 
distance maximum speed runs the 
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compression ratio will be increased to 
9.3 to 1, and by increasing the blower 
speed to 0.544 engine speed 210 b.h.p. 
at 7,000 r.p.m. will be developed with 
25Ib per sq in boost. Incidentally, the 
crankshaft and bearings are under- 
stood to be perfectly standard produc- 
tion engine components. 

To reduce the overall height and 
consequently the frontal area of the 
vehicle to a minimum, the engine -is 
mounted at six degrees to the longi- 
tudinal axis of the chassis. This en- 
ables the long Gardner legs to be 
placed to the right-hand side of the 
gear box and transmission line. It also

What may appear surprising to some 
at first glance is the veteran-like ap- 
pearance of the chassis inasmuch as 
brakes are fitted to the rear wheels 
only. This is because the car is used 
for very specialized purposes, which 
do not entail braking of the kind neces- 
sary in road racing, for example 
Brakes only on the rear wheels pro- 
vide all the retardation that is required 
und also reduce considerably the un-

sprung weight on the beam front axle 
This reduction of unsprung weight will 
also improve the stability. The half- 
elliptic springs are “held” by means 
of friction-type dampers enclosed in 
canvas bags (to prevent their being at- 
tacked and disturbed by flying salt). 
To reduce height the radiator is made 
in two parts; the film block is mounted 
low down in the nose of the car, on 
tubular extensions bolted on the dumb- 
irons, and the header tank is fitted to 
the rear of the engine bulkhead. 
Mounted on top of the radiator film 
block is an oil cooler, which it is 
thought will be advantageous for the 
hour record, although such equipment 
has not been used previously. Attached 
to the engine bulkhead is a multiplicity 
of tubes which form anchorage points 
for the instrument panel and also for

ventilator in the right-hand side permits a certain

a large number of flexible pipes which 
are coloured so that it can be seen at 
a glance whether they should contain 
fuel, oil, air or water. 

An interesting point that demon- 
strates the ingenuity of those respon- 
sible for the transmission line is the 
clutch. The problem was to increase 
the diameter of this component to the 
maximum possible, without using a 
correspondingly larger flywheel which 
would foul the bell housing. A special 
pressing was fabricated in such a way 
that the securing bolts were fitted radi- 
ally into the flywheel rim, instead of 
through the flywheel face in the usual 
way.

The same attitude is regrettably 
prevalent in the motor industry and 
amongst motorists, so it might be well 
to examine just what that means. It 
means that the supply of cars to the 
home market is not going to increase 
unless there is the most phenomenal 
rise in the output of raw materials 
that this country has ever known, be- 
cause the basic requirements for car 
manufacture are steel and coal, and 
everyone knows what has happened to 
these. In that case, motoring in Britain 
will dwindle. I do not want to project 
base thoughts where they may not

exist, but it seems to me that this suits 
the ends of quite a few of the populace, 
for motoring has always had its 
enemies. But what I am concerned 
with is the effect on the country as a 
whole. I think it will be wholly bad.

HEN a country decides that it is 

an industrial nation it must take 

what goes to make industrial 
greatness as a whole, and rapid road 
transport is one of the ingredients. 
This country, for better or for worse, 
has decided that its future lies in 
industrial greatness—probably wisely, 
because even the most intensive agri- 
culture here could not feed the inhabi- 
tants all the time But it has, 
apparently, decided to be selective 
about what makes industria] greatness, 
and it has begun to eliminate road 
building and cars. I doubt if it will 
get away with it, for I cannot think of 
any nation that has been industrially 
great on the basis of inefficient com- 
munications, unless one counts pre-war 
Japan. Japan, however, had industrial 
prowess without the standard of living 
for the populace that should go with it,

Back to the Engine 

RESUMABLY, H.M. Government 

has resolved to depend for speedy 

transport on the railways and on 
public service vehicles, but it will not 
work. The more one cuts down 
private transport, the more frequently 
buses and trains must run, and the 
more frequently they must stop in 
order to pick up and set down. That 
means congestion, as is evidenced by 
London Transport in the ultimate 
This Scribe, not long ago, was a pas- 
senger in a horse bus that left Fleet 
Street for the premises of The Car 
Mart in the Euston Road, a mile or two 
away. The horse bus was “express” 
in that it did not stop to pick up and 
set down, but only for normal traffic 
reasons. It reached its destination 
more quickly than its passengers would 
have done had they taken a London 
Transport bus: a sobering thought.

UT, say you, the alternative of in- 
creased private transport is no 
better in terms of congestion. I 

disagree, because I do not think that 
this country will ever, now, achieve 
such a standard of living that the 
number of cars owned by the popula- 
tion will rise to an unprecedented and 
unimagined level. The world supply 
of raw materials is running down rather 
obviously rapidly, and therefore they 
must remain expensive.

Tyres 
URING the recent hot weather, 
one motorist I know, who is con- 
scientious, checked his tyre pres- 
sures in the middle of a long, fast run; 
the back were up nine pounds, and the 
front five. These are, he says, consider- 
able rises, and wonders if he should do 
anything about it, and that raises the 
question of bleeding again. Frankly, I 
would not bother unless the tyres got 
so hard as to be uncomfortable; the 
danger of damage to the tyres must be 
slight, considering the tough life of

COMPRESSION TEST 


A GREAT deal can be learnt about the 
44 condition and tune of an engine by 
accurate measuring of the compression 
in each individual cylinder. A _ neat 
gadget for this purpose is being made by 
Walters and Dobson, Ltd., Bailey Street, 
Sheffield. Called the Dubltest, it re 
sembles a large tyre gauge and has on 
its end two threads for both 14 mm and 
18 mm plug holes. It is screwed into 
a cylinder in place of a plug and the 
engine is turned a few times.. A reading 
can then be taken from the calibrated 
plunger; 140 Ib is the maximum recorded 

Inside the thread for the sparking plug 
hole is a normal tyre valve depresser, so 
that the Dubltest is also made to serve 
as a tyre pressure gauge. It would not 
be easy to read accurately with modern 
cars and low-pressure tyres, for the 
calibration is rather coarse—20 Ib for every 
tin of the plunger. However, it is not 
at all an expensive device (12s 6d) and 
amply justifies itself as a compression 
gauge only

there is no question that the Jaguar 
XK120 is capable of winning events 
when it is in a perfectly standard form. 
However, the phrase “good enough” 
will never apply to competition work, 
and there is no doubt that individual 
owners wish to improve their cars in 
order to increase their chances of suc- 
cess. To respond to this desire, Jaguar 
Cars, Ltd., have very wisely produced 
a service bulletin entitled Tuning 
Modification on XK120 Cars for Com- 
petition Purposes, which was briefly 
mentioned in The Autocar of June 22. 
Jaguar’s are to be congratulated on 
making public such information 
Apart from improving the performance 
of the cars in no uncertain manner, it 
also indicates the limits to which one 
can go without making major struc- 
tural alterations. 
Probably the most important engine

providing compression ratios of 7, 8, 
and 9 to 1, but the manufacturers 
stress the point that no satisfactory in- 
crease in performance can be obtained 
by raising the compression ratio be- 
yond 7 to | unless a fuel of octane 
rating higher than 72 is available 
However, an improvement in perform- 
ance can be obtained with 70 octane 
fuel and a 7 to 1 compression ratio by 
fitting jin lift camshafts (the standard 
camshaft being *“%in lift); but to carry 
out this modification it is necessary to 
reduce the length of the valve guides 
and also the tappet guide inserts in 
order to give the necessary clearance 
for the increased valve lift.

Actually the only modification to the 
distributor unit is the fitting of differ- 
ent centrifugal advance springs, and 
although some may consider that this 
spring change is a fairly simple matter, 
the manufacturers feel that for a high- 
performance vehicle the advance curve 
on the complete distributor should be 
checked before it is fitted to the engine 
In consequence they recommend that 
a new distributor unit should be used 
For racing purposes the manual says

With 8 to 1 compression ratio pistons 
and jin lift camshafts something 
better than 180 b.h.p. is developed at 
5,300 r.p.m. If there is no limit to the 
quality of fuel obtainable it is possible 
to increase the compression ratio sull 
further to 9 to 1 and to use 85 to 90 
octane fuel. RB carburettor needles 
and Champion NA 12 sparking plugs 
are also required, but with this com- 
bination the standard distributor (num- 
ber 2747), as used on the 7 to 1 com-

Io obtain the best performance for 
engines with any of the above modifica- 
tions it is advantageous to fit a dual 
exhaust system, and in this the two 
branches (each catering for three ports 
are extended right through the silencer, 
which is, in fact, two silencers built in 
one.

Other recommended engine modifi- 
cations consist of the removal of the 
water thermostat unit to allow a more 
direct flow of coolant and the fitting 
of a manually operated switch for the 
Starting carburettor so that carburation 
is controlled by the driver and not 
directly by temperature as with the 
standard car 

Four different axle ratios are avail- 
able, ranging through 3.27 to 1, which 
gives 145 m.p.h. on top gear at 5,800 
r.p.m.; 3.64 to 1, which produces 139 
m.p.h. at 5,800 r.p.m. and is the standard 
ratio; and two higher ratios, 3.92 to I 
and 4.3 to 1, giving 121 m.p.h. and 112 
m.p.h. respectively at 5,800 r.p.m.

Stoppers 


Not content with just making the 
engine go more quickly, Jaguar’s have 
tackled the question of making the car 
stop under racing conditions also—a 
matter of utmost importance on a fast 
car whether it be used on the roads or 
for competition work. One finds that 
the manufacturer’s recommendation is 
to leave the brakes alone, as they say 
that best results will be obtained by 
using the standard brake drums and 
shoes. However, they do recommend 
that increased cooling should be pro- 
vided by removing the hub caps and 
the rear wheel cover plates. Also, for 
long races it is possible to fit linings 
which are jin thick in place of the 
standard in components, but this re- 
quires modification of the  pull-off 
springs and micro-adjusting mech- 
anism 

To save weight on the body alterna- 
tive seats upholstered in Bedford cord 
can be supplied and also racing wind- 
screens and cockpit cowling. 

As to the cost of this quite compre- 
hensive list of modifications, to “go 
the whole hog ” would cost about £160, 
which cannot be considered excessive 
when it is realized that this is not a 
hit-and-miss method of tuning, but the 
result of much development work that 
has been carried out by people who 
know the car as only the manufacturer 
can.

A ROAD by the SEA 


HERE AND THERE IN ANTRIM : BY CUY PRIEST 


late Lord Rothermere, once wrote that the Antrim 
coast road is “unequalled in the British Isles, and 
only surpassed by the Grand Corniche on the French 


| ‘HAT eminent journalist and experienced traveller, the 


Riviera.” With this judgment few will disagree, for surely 
there is no other highway in these islands which for sea and 
landscape can compare with this Irish motor road skirting 
the edge of Belfast Lough and the Irish Sea from Belfast to 
Ballycastle. 

It is a road offering wide varieties of surface and scenery, 
commencing among the cobbles and tramlines of that indus- 
trial hub of the north, Beal-feirste, “The Ford of the 
Sandbank.” Like most centres of industry, to the motorist 
Belfast is too often an urban maelstrom of humanity and 
traffic which it is a relief to leave behind. But, unfor- 
tunately, in its rapid growth during the past century or so 
this city has spread tentacles of ribbon development through 
the valleys and coastal strips converging at the head of the 
lough, and particularly along the shore to the north, which 
is the route of the coast road. 

So the fortunate owner of an XK 120 or a DB2, setting out 
to explore the magnificent scenery of the Antrim coast, will 
probably be suffering from intense “accelerator toe itch” 
before the long-expected highway opens out before him; 
in fact, he will have almost reached Carrickfergus before 
escaping from the built-up area. 

I am aware that the exit from many cities is as protracted 
and exhausting as this; but here for much of the distance 
one has tantalizing glimpses of blue water on the one hand 
and green hills on the other, just beyond this fringe of bricks 
and mortar. The Ulster countryside being so beautiful and 
for the most part unspoilt, one resents this encroachment 
far more than its counterpart in Britain, so much of which 
industry despoiled long ago. But now at last we are free of 
Belfast and escape lies just ahead. 

Carrickfergus—Fergus Rock—said to have been named 


after Fergus MacErc, who led a colony of Irishmen to 
Scotland in a.p.503 and became the first Irish king of that 
country, has little of interest to detain the motorist, except 
the historic castle dating from 1177. This is worthy of a 
visit of its own, but the traveller eager for the open road 
will probably cast only a quick glance at the grey fortress on 
its rock by the shore, with a mental reservation to return 
and explore it later. Though, as we thread our way through 
the narrow High Street, it may be recalled that here on 
June 14, 1690, “Good King Billy”—William I1I]—landed 
in Ireland and precipitated a cleavage of religious and 
— factions which has endured down to the present 

y. 

Beyond the town the roed climbs steadily, until at an 
acute left-hand bend the broad blue expanse of the North 
Channel suddenly fills the windscreen, and far away beyond 
the Maidens (rocks, not sea-nymphs!) the Isles of Scotland 
stand along the horizon. Below, on the right, lies White- 
head, Island Magee and the lighthouse on the cliffs of Black 
Head; but these are taken in at a glance as the wide straight 
ahead tempts one to faster travelling. At a hump-backed 
bridge as we glide into the charming little village of Glynn, 
the large white inscription on the roadway—NO PE 
HERE 1690—may cause one to think; but if the date should 
be around July 12, orange lilies in cottage gardens will 
offer a clue. 

Beyond Larne—where, by the way, your journcy may 
have commenced if you have crossed by the Preston or 
Stranraer ferries—the road climbs gently, sweeps left and 
falls away. Now, looming above, are rising cliffs; and below 
on the right the sea. Away ahead extends a breath-taking 
vista of glen and mountain, and headlands standing out into 
the tide, all drenched in the green and blue and gold of 
grass and water and flowering whin under the wide sky 
“This is it! ” you'll say. And yes, indeed it is; for here the 
coast road really begins 





Before you lie the Glynns or Glens of Antrim (nine in 
all), and each bearing a name that reads like a poem: Glen 
of the Army, Glen of the Proverb, The Sedgy Glen, Glen 
of Taise Taobhgeal (Taise was the fair daughter of a king 
of Rathlin Island). And linking them, where their green 
and wooded valleys merge into the coastal plain, the grey 
road winds on, always flanked on the right by a sandy or 
rocky shore and the blue waters of the Atlantic pressing in 
through the North Channel between Fair Head and the 
Hebrides 

Each and every one of these Glynns is a place of unspoilt 
beauty rising away to the skyline of the Antrim mountains; 
wooded valleys with amber-coloured peat streams cascading 
from the high ground, with many a waterfall, like the famed 
Tears of the Mountain in Glenariff. On a day when the sky 
is full of the wind and the sun, and great white clouds come 


sailing down from the north-west (as when I made my

recent journey), this is indeed an enchanted land; when 
each minute should be an hour, and each hour a year, and 
the time still be not enough to taste of all its beauty! 

At a lay-by near Glenarm I parked my car, crossed the 
ind clambered down under the sunny lee of a rock 
above the tide edge. And reclining there at ease I ate my 
lunch. The blue sea lay at my feet, curling in, foam- 
crested, to wash the grey rocks, bringing its air of health 
and the scent of glistening brown thongweed that (like 
loosened hair) was spread out on the rise and fall of the 
waves. A stolen hour of freedom, this; of sunlight and sea 
and sky, with all around a picture glistening with colour, 
and no discord of sight or sound. A lifetime of such could 
never be enough! 

A few yards distant, its grey bonnet glimpsed above the 


road 


edge of the roadway, my willing machine waited my com- 
mand—not an A.M. or a Jaguar, it is true—but nevertheless 
a lusty little car, capable of providing many a delight in a 
glerious countryside on such a day as this. Presently, with 
the salt tang of the sea on my face, I climbed aboard once 
more and sped away northwards. 

Near Cushendun, Coise-abhaan-Duine, the Mouth of the 
Brown River, the road quits the shore and turns inland 
through an avenue of beech trees. Presently a fork gives 
the traveller a choice of routes; that to the left climbing 
away over the mountains, past the fairy lake of 
Loughareema, whose waters sometimes mysteriously vanish 
overnight; that to the right following the old and little-used 
way round the cliffs of Kunabay and Torr Heads, to link up 
once more near Ballycastle. 


Choice 


Both ways offer something of enchantment; the one of 
moorland and heather with curlew nesting among the bog- 
cotton, and wide vistas without sight of man; the other of 
cliffs and the sea, of deep glens and golden bays and a 
sparsely distributed people, living as it were in a country 
apart, for in many ways this northern corner of Antrim 
has changed but little in four hundred years, since the days 


when the MacDonnells of the Isles and the powerful 
O’Neills contested each other’s rights to this scarred and 
ancient land. Here if you meet anyone—and, strangely, you 
seldom will, except children, going home from school

you will hear the Gaelic spoken as in practically nowhere 
else in Ulster, excepting far Donegal. 

When first I drove this way some years ago the road con- 
stituted a very passable colonial section; but now, except for 
one or two short patches, the surface is much improved, 
though it is always narrow with scarcely space for two cars 
to pass. From the range abe village set astride the 
River Dun, with its tiny har and long beach of golden 
sand, the road turns first one way and then the other as if 
uncertain of direction; till suddenly it escapes through 4 
farmyard and climbs towards the sky. 

Presently, behind a line of beech trees leading down to 
the shore, one glimpses the ivied ruin of a Norman tower 
standing in the grounds of a white house overlooking the 
bay. This was once the home of Moira O'Neill, whose 
verses have captured so well the spirit of this land, remem- 
bered nostalgically from an English meadow : — 


There’s a deep dumb river flowin’ by, beyont the heavy trees; 
This livin’ air is moithered wi’ the bummin’ o’ the bees: 

I wisht I'd hear the Claddagh burn go runnin’ through the heat 
Past Corrymecia, wi’ the blue sky over it. 


As the road climbs, the view spreads wide around, and 
from a stone Celtic cross set on a hillside near a lonely 
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The road clings to the shore-line where the hills run down to 

the sea. In the left-hand picture is an unmetalled section. 

The curious object on the right is a tractor wheel, and over 
the barn door was nailed up the head of a fox. 


farmstead among hedges of flowering currant your view will 
embrace a broad area of this ancient land of the Glynns. 
oan a 8 ae nt Or en ie Ot oe ae 
O’Neill was buried in 1567, after his 

MacDonnells. The mountains and the glens around are 
steeped in the blood and the history of Ulster; and the cool 
wind blowing in from the sea carries a scent of peat and 
heather. 

The narrow road climbs and falls between stone walls or 
banks of thorn and whin, clinging to the flank of the high 
down above the sea, passing here and there a cottage or 
farmstead where a cattle dog lying by the wayside scarcely 
heeds your passing. A fox’s mask suspended in the door- 
way of an open barn indicates the fate of the sheep-worrier, 
and also grimly recalls that after his murder the great 
O’Neill’s head was severed from his body and sent as a 
trophy to Dublin. 

Below Carnanmore mountain a narrow track leads away 
to the east past a ruinous barracks, a relic of “ the Troubles,” 
to the coastguard look-out on Torr Head. This is the 
nearest point to Scotland, Kintyre being only some 12} 
miles across the blue channel where the tides are ever fretful 
At the foot of the cliff is a tiny bay like a jewel set in a 
crown; its name is Port-aleen, a corruption of Port-alainn, 
the bright or beautiful. 


Wild Life 


This enchanting corner, so far from the madding crowd, 
is a place of silence and solitude and wildflower air. Amid 
banks of primroses, wild hyacinth and orchis a crystal 
stream falls over a lip of rock, forming a pool below before 
spreading away to lose itself in the beach. Here flutters the 
brimstone butterfly, and the dipper perched on a stone 
curtsies to his image reflected in the bright water. In this 
place of beauty the world has not aged; here the summer 
hours pass slowly and the sun is the only clock; fortunately 
the steep and tortuous approach makes all but the few decide 
to leave it undiscovered. 

But the road goes on, for roads are endless. Beyond Torr 
Head it turns across the moor and presently rejoins the main 
highway. Now Ballycastle Bay lies below, and the old town 
itself, historic and friendly, lies under the shadow of K.nock- 
layd, Cnoc-leithid, the Broad Hill, for ever standing guard 
over her fair county of Antrim.

WELL-DESERVED SUCCESS FOR SHAWE-TAYLOR 


O matter what the organizers of 
race meetings may do, the 
weather seems to do its best to 

spoil their best efforts and wash out cir- 
cuits, drivérs and all. The West Essex 
Car Club were no more fortunate last 
Saturday than other clubs on the pre- 
vious Monday: shortly after proceed- 
ings began it started to rain, and the 
weather got worse as the day wore on, 
so that the final event was run in a 
positive deluge. 

Unfortunately, a fatal accident 
occurred during the second heat of the 
formula 3 race, when D. N. Brake over- 
turned his Cooper at Orchard Corner; 
he received head injuries from which 
he died shortly after reaching hospital. 
The formule libre race, which should 
have been a highlight of the meeting, 
was marred not only by the rain but 
also by the rather high proportion of 
non-starters among the entrants; it was 
won with ease by Brian Shawe-Taylor 
in his E.R.A. The trophy presented 
by W. Lyons for the a race for 
Jaguar XK120 cars was carried off by 
Duncan Hamilton, who also won the 
unlimited capacity sports car race. 

A feature of the meeting was the 
large crowd, a surprisingly high propor- 
tion of which remained to the end of 
the meeting (which was delayed until 
eight p.m.) in spite of the miserable 
and uncomfortable conditions. Un- 
questionably, this meeting would have 
scored an outstanding success given 
better weather. 


Tt first two events on the programme 


were the heats of the 500 c.c. race, 
which promised to be as closely fought as 
any of its kind. Unfortunately, the new 


Kieft (which was to have been driven by 
Eric Brandon) split its fuel tank in prac- 
tice, and there was no time to effect 
repairs; Brandon therefore drove his 
familiar Cooper-Norton instead. The 
first heat (the only race of the day run in 
comparatively dry conditions) was won 
with considerable case by Peter Collins in 
his J.B.S.-Norton, chased home by Jack 
Leary’s Cooper-Norton, now rebuilt (with 
Mark V body) after his comprehensive 
Brands Hatch crash early this year.

of these proved fatal to David Brake, 
whose Cooper overturned at Orchard 
Corner after touching the Cooper of J.

[ was, admittedly, a substantial shoe-string—£35 per 

head (four persons) for sixteen days, exclusive of cross- 

Channel charges. As it happened, we could have done 
it on £30 per head, but the annual holiday is no time for 
cheeseparing. “It’s shockingly expensive,” called the 
occupants of a car at Dover as they passed us coming off 
the ferry on which we were to cross. It isn’t. 

Earlier in the year I had decided to tour France 
economically. Frenchmen do it, and the French are a frugal 
race; I could not believe that the ordinary Frenchman would 
be prepared to spend on his holiday a sum that was out- 
rageous by the standards he set for the rest of the year 
We would therefore “ go French” (one pays for the privilege 
of going international); armed with Les Auberges de France 
and determined not to speak English unless we had to, for 
the summer holiday abroad is excellent linguistic educa- 
tion. Armed, also, with the list of hotels in the French 
logis scheme (fixed prices, fixed standards), and a pile of 
routes supplied by M. Maurice Vignon, of the French tourist 
office in London, who had assured us that by following any 
of them we should, as desired, “see the real France.” 

M. Vignon gets top marks for his Route d’Auvergne, 
which is outlined on the map. By general consent it was 
enjoyed much more than the celebrated tourist route we 
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followed back from the Mediterranean. The mountains, 
particularly, were a delight. It is true that the cols lack 
height by comparison with the famous ones, and the peaks 
also. But the gradients are sometimes steeper and the bends 
less well engineered, with the result that fast climbing is 
good, exciting fun. The slopes themselves, plenty steep 
enough for grandeur, were mostly clothed by pines 
through which the streams far below glint like fish in the 
sunlight, and the crowning glory was the yellow broom, an 
offset for pine green if you like, which was massed every- 
where that it could get a hold. Nothing in the sunbaked 
Alpine slopes gave rise to such gasps of pleasure as this. A 
laurel wreath might also be awarded to Mont Dore, the 
mountain resort west of Clermont Ferrand. Reached by a 
climb of spacious glory, this resort remains much more 
French than international. 

The Club des Sans-club handbook never let us down, 
and hotel memories are most vivid. They varied from the 
celebrated (in French eyes, if not internationally) to the 
unknown except to les routiers, but they were all cheap and 
admirable. In the first category might be placed the Ecu 
de France at Laon and the roadside Auberge de la Reinette 
near Brignolles, also the Chateau Vert at Gtau d’Agde, of 
which more later. In the second category no better example 
could be quoted than Chez Camillou, somewhere high up in 
the Auvergnes near Aumont. Chez Camillou is a family- 
run halt for les routiers. It has a dining room, a bar and 
two bedrooms for guests; the lavatory is “ down the garden.” 
The garage is the vast cellar under the house, into which 
your car must nuzzle amongst wine casks and farming im- 
pedimenta; that is, provided you have decided to risk the 
steep passage down from the road to the entrance. Keep 
a weather eye on the rock outcrops! 

We arrived at Chez Camillou at 6 p.m. on a Monday, and 
drank Cinzanos on the roadside bench while Madame cooked 
a dinner; her daughter had cycled down to Aumont for the 
veal. It was an enormous, beautifully cooked meal, and 
afterwards we chatted to the family, made a fuss of 
Bichette the dog, and then went to bed in perfect linen and 
comfort. All night the rossignols sang; they had come out, 
said Madame, to greet the sun, which was shining for the 
first time in many weeks. 


No Comment 


How charming the French are! During the whole of 
the tour we heard not a surly comment, nor were we the 
object of a single discourtesy. I would award high marks 
in this respect to the waitress at the Chateau Vert at Grau 
d’Agde, whose jolly comments at first proved very difficult 
of understanding. Her pronunciation of maintenant gave 
us the clue, for it was roughly as an Englishman might pro- 
nounce it who knew no French; with that as a basis linguistic 
relations were established, and we were looked after incom- 
parably during a four-day stay en pension. The Chateau 
Vert is a lovely place. It has a great courtyard at the rear 
in which pines are planted, and palms. There are flowers 
everywhere There are also a stage, and two concrete 
courts for dancing. The roofed and low-arched hotel por- 
tion, facing this scene, contains the bar and dining tables, 
and other tables stand under the trees. Dining with the 
staff and holidaymakers was great fun, one of the pleasantest 
occasions of a pleasant stay; we sampled dishes that we 
should not have dreamed of ordering 4 la carte, and profited 
thereby. And on two nights we enjoyed dancing to a quin- 
tet of first-class ability, with a violinist who played tangoes as 
if her soul responded specially to that bewitching rhythm. 
The lovely south! Our waitress, asking us where we had 
been, said that she knew Dunkirk—tragically, for her hus- 
band was killed there. It was cold—she shuddered expres- 
sively—and she was glad to come back to the Mediterranean. 

Grau d’Agde is a fishing village with a plage. We were 
the only English there during our stay, and gained a little 
celebrity as a result. In the shops they asked us to tell 
our countrymen that the plage was an excellent one, and 
that Grau d’Agde welcomed les étrangers. That is all truth, 
and perhaps rather less than more. I shall return to Grau

which is a tribute to the French nation, for the people must 
compete with a countryside of rare beauty. When 
we arrived in Pézenas the boys in the place were playing 
what was obviously a local game. Our question confirmed 
this, and we were invited into the parlour to learn more 
about it. Called le tambourin, it is played by striking a 
ball with “ tambourines ” made of goatskin stretched tightly 
over a wooden circle. The protagonist’s bat has a handle, 
the others hold their bats by the rim. The ball is struck 
great distances with a loud and satisfying crack, at least to 
youngsters. We preferred the notes that came from the 
trees at dusk like the clear tone of silver handbelis. By 
this time we were drinking black coffee after dinner, and 
Madame, who noted our interest, was pleased to explain. 
They came from les chouettes, the owls, obviously a more 
melodious variety than that which screeches from my neigh- 
bour’s oak trees. Moliére lived in Pézenas for many years, 
and it is an ancient, rather grubby town, but with a fine 
garden containing his statue. 

There was, too, the old boatman who took us across the 
canal at Grau d’Agde. He thought we were Americans (we 
were variously thought to be Swiss, Belgian, German and 
American, but never English, which we found mightily 
amusing) and, upon learning that we were British, rested 
on his oars and told us about the Great War. He had 
been in the French merchant marine, was sunk at the Dar- 
danelles, picked up by a Turkish battleship and imprisoned 
with the Scots. But yes, he knew the Scots well. To prove 
it, he stood up in the small boat, danced a little hornpipe, the 
while imitating a fife rendering of “It’s a long way to 
Tipperary.” When we had difficulty in understanding him 
he would lapse into his few words of German, of which we 
knew nothing. Agreeably crazy, this sort of thing; he was 
our firm friend for three days. 

Liveliest encounter was breakfast near Brignolles with two 
French medical students, a Danish hiker and a Sicilian 
meccanico. The Sicilian was delivering a lorry from 
Bologna to heaven knows where, and had picked up the 
others. They were drinking a bottle of Chateau Neuf du 
Pape, and under its influence language difficulties receded. 
The Dane spoke a little English, the Sicilian a travesty of 
the same. He also had his own particular variety of French. 
The French students spoke a little English, too, rather less 
than we spoke of French. But we got along. The Dane,

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armed with only Danish currency and travellers’ cheques, 
had nearly starved for three days owing to his inability to 
make himself understood and to the French habit of closing 
the banks with a certain haphazardness. 

The Sicilian loved the English, and Manchester and Liver- 
pool, but hated the climate. “I am,” he “one of 
the sun.” His final gesture proved it. He plucked a great 
blossom from a Laurier rose that grew in the hotel forecourt, 
bowed and presented it to the English mesdames as the car 
left. “Long live England,” he then proclaimed. “Long 
live Sicily,” we replied, tacking on as an afterthought, in view 
of his profession, Alberto Ascari and Luigi Villoresi. He 
drew himself up with great dignity : “ And . ” he paused 
dramatically, “Nino Farina.” But certainly. ” ‘The MG. 
swept away to an international cheer. 

I had almost forgotten the M.G. It did its job excellently, 
showing a great liking for supercarburant, to which it was 
treated as an honoured guest of the company. “ super” 
it never pinked; nor did it run-on. On British Pool it does 
both. Once we nearly ran out of petrol and filled up with 
ordinary French petrol, when some pinking and running-on 
occurred. With this direct comparison in mind, I would 
put both petrols ahead of British Pool, supercarburant being 
well ahead and well worth the extra money in a high-per- 
formance car. Ordinary petrol may be about the same qual- 
ity as Pool, for I must have had some super in the tank 
when we took on the single load of carburant auto. 

We held the car down to 55 m.p.h. cruising speed over 
the long, straight roads of France. There is a great tempta- 
tion for the British motorist to put his foot hard down and 
revel in such roads, but it is not wise. I believe in nursing 
my car on such trips, although not in some things. It must

get round bends on mountains at such speeds as will keep 
the engine revving, even if this means hauling round with 
protest from the tyres. It must take French oil, too, for I 
do not subscribe to the notion that French oils are no diet 
for an M.G. If they are, the oil companies should do some- 
thing about it—they are international. And it must take 
load and luggage without protest (as it did). I have no 
room for the owner who fusses about his back springs if 
someone proposes to include an electric iron. But I am 
fully prepared to drive so that the risk of engine breakdown 
is at a minimum, owing to the difficulties of and time spent 
in replacements. The M.G. had only one failure—of a 
petrol gauge tank unit, when I hit a subsidence at a higher 
speed than I would have liked. A sharp cye is necessary on 
minor French roads, but it should not be thought that they 
are unsuitable; we used RN roads, GC roads and D roads, 
without complaint. Some of the lesser roads were as charm- 
ing as English country lanes, their banks being massed with 
viper’s bugloss, queen of wild flowers 

Food and drink? Touchy subjects, I recall. We drank 
the win du pays often, occasionally the vintage bottle, and 
once, on special recommendation, the wn originate of the 
champagne country. We never had a bad meal, not even 
an indifferent one. In the essentials of life the French have 
a great unders' 

Enough, the nostalgia for the red roofs of Provence be- 
comes overwhelming. Go French; allow yourselves about 
2,000 francs a head a day for expenses, which will include 
petrol for the run (ours was of 2,000 miles), and you will 
have a superb holiday. Pay the Channel charges in advance 
and try to forget them; they are the only unjustifiably ex- 


pensive item in a French holiday this year.

BOUT three hours before the M.G 
Silverstone meeting was timed to 
start it began to rain—that relent 

less, steady downpour that characterizes 
Silverstone rain, occasionally being driven 
horizontally by a gusty wind 

The circuit was well and truly water- 
logged as the cars lined up for event one. 
This was a one-hour handicap race for 
M.G. cars, the handicapping being done 
on the credit lap system, all competitors 
starting from the grid as in a scratch race 

The field soon spread out and minor 
incidents were being reported from ail 
points of the circuit. A very fine drive 
by T. K. Shipside (TD Mark II) from 
the scratch mark to third place was the 
highlight of the event, which was won 
by S. A. Mitchell (M.G. PA) with a credit 
of four laps. G. E. Lant, whose Q-type 
is now two-stage blown, drove con- 
sistently well, but the car was difficult 
to handle on corners owing to the 
weather conditions, and he could finish 
only in fifth place 


Over-support 


Race 2, a six-lap handicap for novices, 
was so well supported that it was divided 
into two heats, the first ten finishers of 
each heat to run in the final. Heat one 
was won by J. Nicholson’s supercharged 
PA, the Jaguar XK120 of D. J. Russell 
on the scratch mark finishing fifth. Heat 
two provided a close tussle between the 
limit and scratch men—S. A. Mitchell 
(M.G. PA) and J. Partridge (XK120 
Jaguar), respectively—the smaller car 
proving the winner by a small margin. 

The Team Relay Race of forty-five 
minutes—fifteen minutes each car—pro- 
vided a maximum of sport for drivers and 
spectators alike. Seven teams of three 
cars—all marque M.G.—faced the starter; 
D. Bishop of the S.W. Centre was on 
the 3-minute limit mark, and the fast ex- 
Le Mans car of J. F. Dalton (Midlands 
Centre) was on scratch. 

The ultimate winners were the South 
Western Sub-centre, with min 30 sec 
handicap. It is interesting to note that 
only fourteen seconds separated the first 
three teams home. 

More unpleasant couditions for motor 
racing could hardly be envisaged when 
the field lined up for the first scratch 
event of the meeting—a six-lap race for 
sports cars under 1,500 c.c. unsuper- 
charged There were several non- 
starters, notable absentees being E. M. 
Mackay (Cooper-Rover) and K. H. 
Downing (Connaught). 

The entire field made an excellent 
start, and disappeared towards Copse 
Corner almost obscured by spray. The 


two Lester- M.G.s of J. C. C. Mayers and 
P C. Griffith were “ae far 
quicker than the rest of the field, having 
established a 200-yard lead in one lap. 
And so it proved, the above-mentioned 
finishing in that order, with T. K. Ship- 
side’s M.G. TD II a very creditable third. 

The next event on the programme— 
bang on scheduled time—was a six-lap 
race for sports cars of any capacity, or 
“how it should be done” by G. Tyrer. 
Quickly establishing a useful lead over 
two XK 120s and a brace of Healey Silver- 
stones, Tyrer won unchallenged by nearly 
a quarter of a mile. 

The final of the Novices’ Handicap, 
with nineteen starters, promised to be a 
very exciting “dice.” Well out in front 
were the small PA M.G.s of Nicholson 
and Mitchell on 1- and 2-minutes handi- 
cap, respectively. The rest of the field 
was much more closely bunched, and 
incidents were a matter of course on all 
corners. After finally getting through the 
mudfield, J. Partridge (Jaguar XK120) set 
off after the limit men, finally beating 
Mitchell to the line for second - ay The 
winner, J. Nicholson, driving a super- 
charged M.G. PA, repeated his heat win 
in a masterly style. 

The final race of the meeting, a 25-Jap 
sealed handicap, was open to the first five 
finishers in events 1, 5, 6 and 7. It was 
not well supported, = nine cars facing 
the starter. 

The credit lap system of handicapping 
meant all cars started at once, and the 
primary thought of all was to be at Copse

F you really want to know all about the 

thrills and troubles of a racing enthu- 

siast read Ray Mays’ book, Split 
Seconds (G. T. Foulis and Co., Ltd., 7, 
Milford Lane, Strand, London W.C.2, 
21s). Therein you will find all that won- 
derful mixture of triumph and disaster 
which is the very heart of the game. 

Very few realize that the reason why 
Raymond Mays attained fame was just 
that dogged determination to carry on 
until appalling trouble was defeated at 
last—and that in the face of every obstacle 
which viscious machinery could provide 
and almost every financial difficulty known 
to man. Few had such a disheartening 
succession of disasters as “Ray ” when he 
began; few fought through, as he did, in 
no way discouraged. 

The book makes another thing plain: 
The reason for all this trouble, particularly 
in the early days of E.R.A., was that it was 
his machine which had to be used for ex- 
periments that gained greater speed in 


rer first. The Lester-M.G. of 
5 W. C. Griffith spun round on entering 
Copse; Mayers, on a similar model, in 
close attendance, pulled over left and 
collected a marker tub, badly damaging 
his radiator grille. This incident split 
up the field somewhat, but the Lester- 
M.G.s were soon back in the running 
Results were eagerly awaited; again the 
ubiquitous Mitchell (M.G. PA) was de- 
clared the winner, having received nine 
credit laps; Lund and Shipside were 
second and third, respectively, having 
four credit laps each.

NEW CRAIGANTLET RECORD BY S. H. ALLARD 


ESPITE threatening clouds the rain 

held off for the Ulster Automobile 

Club’s open hill-climb at Craigant- 
let, near Belfast, last Saturday, and despite 
a shrunken entry some good climbs were 
seen, culminating in a new record by 
Sydney Allard. 

Ken Wharton (996 Cooper s), potential 
British Hill-climb champion of 1951, was 
2 non-starter, as were Anthony Brooke in 
the veteran Vauxhall Villiers and R. J 
Gallagher (996 Leprechaun). 

Speculation was rife as to whether 
Allard could beat his 1949 record of 
73.4 sec for the 1,833 yards of this difficult 
hill, with its six corners and steep gradient 
between the lower ones. During prac- 
tising Allard’s best time had been four- 
fifths of a second slower and C. F. C. 
Lindsay’s 1.8 slower in the ex-Shawe- 
Taylor 1,488 E.R.A. 

First competitor to get below 90 sec for 
the climb was N. L. Graham (Ford Ten 
special), who took 88.8 sec, but W. Leeper, 
in a much lightened and lowered TC

[Lawyer-on-Wheels comments : — 

(a) Your correspondent is right in refusing to attach much 
importance to the notice “Left Hand Drive—No Signals.” 
Negligence is a breach of common law duty. In certain cir- 
cumstances every driver has the duty at common law to make 
a signal. WS he aus to do an be t, and the fact that 
it happened to be difficult for him to his duty will be no 
excuse. The most that can be said is that your correspondent 
had better be a little more wary than usual when dealing with 
a vehicle so marked: for if he ey ene it as an ordinary vehicle, 
and an unsignalled movement resulted in an accident, an argu- 
ment might be advanced that he had himself been guilty of at 
least some degree of contributory negligence. But this would 
hardly apply had he proved that he had not observed the notice. 

(b) In the absence of martial law or some declared military 
emergency no member of a military convoy has the powers of 
a policeman or, consequently, the right to override a light signal. 
In practice, however, a military motor cycle rider would be doing 
only what any police officer who had happened to be present 
would have done for him. If your correspondent had decided 
to act, taking the view that so many vehicles were being held 
up like himself that an injustice was being worked, and the 
military man was failing to act as a reasonable policeman would 
do, he would have been perfectly entitled to address the military 
man on equal terms and call upon him to let the other stream 
through, the next time their light turned green.] 


PLAIN CLOTHES PATROLS 
Approval, and Suggestions 


[63566.]—The Report of the Chief Constable of Oxfordshire 
on his “Q car” experiment proved very interesting reading, 
as did the results. I, for ome, welcome the six months exten- 
sion. There has been an awful lot of fuss about this most 
worthy attempt to reduce the accident rate on our roads; am I 
not right in saying that we welcome plain clothes police in our 
towns and streets—why not on our roads? 

As a suggestion from one who enjoys motoring, and I may 
say that after 14 years’ driving I do not consider myself a perfect 
driver, my personal rule would be to raise the insurance pre- 
mium on the driver convicted of dangerous driving, and on the 
first conviction suspend the licence for ome year, with not a 
single chance of driving during that year; that is, no remission 
after six months. If and when a driver is convicted a second 
time then I would say three years’ suspension, and the third 
time of conviction life suspension, but allowing appeal after ten 
years 

To the police I would say forget the 30 m.p.h. limit, but let 
them charge a driver who exceeds the speed limit where it may 
even be dangerous to exceed 10 m.p.h., and I would say make 
the charge “dangerous driving.” Imagine any town’s main 
street on a busy shopping day; when it is narrow, then 30 m.p.h 
becomes positively dangerous. 

Finally, to drivers let me add this; the penalties are severe, 
and so is the price we pay in lives of citizens and our future 
citizens L. Copsey.

THE CHANNEL BRIDGE 
Points from a Civil Engineer 


[63567.}—I. have much pleasure in reading The Scribe’s 
column every week, and generally I agree with his opinions and 
points made. I am unhappy to say, however, that this has never 
been more true than when referred to that remark made in the 
August 3 issue, namely, that The Scribe was not a civil 
engineer. Those who are would say, I think, that a tunnel 
under the Channel would be cheaper and easier to build than 
a bridge, and would take less time. (It would also need a less 
expensive method of closing than a bridge in the event of war; 
we must be “progressive” in our outlook when considering 
anything, must we not?) 

Let us consider the hypothetical bridge, the functional part of 
which is a flat platform held above the water. It must be sup- 
ported, directly or indirectly, from below, namely, from the sea 
bed. That means that piers will have to be built up through 
water of an average depth of nearly 50 feet. As this building 
of the piers is by far the most difficult job to be done, the fewer 
of them there are, the better. But in the light of present know- 
ledge, they must be as close together as 4,500 feet at the most; 
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continued 


ie, there must be at least about 30 of them. If you read an 
account of the building of the Golden Gate bridge, which The 
Scribe mentioned, you will realize what that means in terms 
of time, trouble, ‘danger and money. Then double it for the 
rest of the bridge. That is the only way, at the moment, that a 
bridge could be made. 

But iy ~ The Scribe thought of one of those queer 
efforts that floats, like a skin, on the water. I can’t recall the 
name, but I think they were used experimentally for aircraft 
landing strips. The general principle applied to a Channel 
“ bridge ” would be a long strip made buoyant by air drums or 
some such pontoons, and flexible. 

Float a long narrow strip of paper in your bath, and you will 
have the idea. It would, of course, be unusable in bad weather, 
but would not break if it were sufficiently fiexible. A lot of 
research would be needed, but it is a better bet than the con 
ventional bridge. Ships, of course, would want to get through, 
but that would be quite simple 

Now look at the tunnel! Slow, unspectacular, plodding, but 
so easy technically, compared with anything else: the snags 
likely and unlikely are about a tenth what they would be with 
any other method of crossing the Channel, and I am pretty sure 
that a tunnel it will be.

FRONT WHEEL DRIVE 
Trial to Prove a Theory 


[63569.}—I was very surprised to see a letter [63515] from M: 
Holland Birkett propounding a theory that, in order to produce 
oversteer on a front wheel drive car, it is necessary to corner 
on the overrun. I understand that in the early days of inde 
pendent suspension and front wheel drive some cars of this 
design were apt to “run out of road,” but I have been driving 
front wheel drive cars for the last ten years, and throughout 
the whole of this time my experience is that the modern design 
handles in exactly the opposite way from that set out by the 
above~ mentioned correspondent. 

in favour of this theory may be referring to the early 
designs only, or may not have experienced the later models 
Although I have no engineering knowledge, I was so shocked 
upon reading this letter, which was at complete variance with 
my own findings from practical experience, that, choosing a 
suitable bend with plenty of room and excellent visibility, I set 
out to pfove to my own satisfaction that my own experience was 
correct. Whatever the technical explanation may be, I am firmly 
convinced that, as applied to cither D.K.W.s or Citroens, if a 
corner is entered too quickly on the overrun, if nothing is done 
about it the car will tend to slide off the road on the outside of 
the bend. If the power is re-applied before the experiment 
becomes irrevocable, then as the power reaches the front wheels 
the nose of the car is wrenched round into the bend and the 
driver is able to breathe again, satisfied that there is some omis 
sion from the theory propounded. 

Furthermore, if a bend is taken at very high speed with 
the power applied continuously throughout, then the rear of the 
car will always break away first. This is true of the D.K.W. with 
a rigid rear axle and very high mounted transverse rear spring, 
and also of the Citroen with the two rear wheels connec sem: 
flexibly. The same degree of safety results whether there are 
people in the back seat or not. The only serious danger is likely 
to occur if the car is cornered so rapidly that the engine cannot 
turn the road wheels any faster, i.e., at terminal velocity. In 
this case, the car is likely to go off the road in an uncontrollable 
four-wheel drift. 

While, therefore, I feel that the ultimate results of this corres- 
pondence should be of considerable value, I would in the mean-

As a result of this the pinion is prevented from 
meshing with the flywheel until the starter has attained a 
considerable speed, hence the damage to the flywheel teeth. 

The remedy found effective, and generally used by motor 
vehicle repairers in this country, is to shorten this spring. In 
the model owned by your correspondent, three-quarters of a 
coil should be removed. On other post-war models it has been 
found necessary to remove as much as two complete coils. 

I should mention that after modification the spring is still 
sufficiently strong to enable it to perform its intended function, 
namely to prevent the pinion from tinkling against the flywheel

Defence of the Two-wheeler 


[63581.]—Reading Mr. J. Holmes’ [63546] attack on all motor 
cyclists, it seems fairly obvious that if your correspondent is

POLARIZED SPECTACLES 
Views of the Makers of the Glasses 


[63583.]—In an endeavour to any 


using 


to offer a simple explanation 
motorist experiencing the windscreen phenomenon whilst 
our Polaroid sunglasses and sunshields we should, at once, 
point out that there nothing whatsoever wrong with these 
glasses or shields, but that these “ gelatinous spots,” as they are 
sometimes called, are, in fact, scienufic phenomena 

The main reason for this is that there is an abundance of 
polarized light in nature itself, and since the unaided eye does 
not know the difference between polarized and unpolarized light, 

existence becomes apparent only when this natural polarizer 
s cross-polarized with a pair of Polaroid filters 

The harsh glare coming off road or any surface is light 
polarized by refiection. The sky itself is a polarizer and here 
polarization takes place by the scattering process, created by light 
scattered from dust particles in the air. 

It is for this reason that Polaroid sun glasses are completely 
anti-glare in their application but, unfortunately, they do show 
up heat stresses in some windscreens, because the windscreen 
s placed between two crossed-polarizers, namely (1) the natural 
polarizer on the outside of the windscreen with the polarizing 
axis in a hor —~- position, and (2) the Polaroid polarizing sun 
glasses worn by the driver on the inside of the windscreen, with 
the polarizing axis in a vertical position 

This point can best be explained by sayi ng that glass is 
isotropic—that is, not doubly refracting—but when an isotropic 
substance is strained, it does become doubly refracting and when 
such strains are viewed between crossed-polarizers, the strained 
area appears dark or coloured 

Most windscreens—not all, but most—are manufactured from 


* heat-treated ” glass, which means that when the hot glass come

out op the rollers it is immediately subjected to a blast of very 
cold air. This process, whilst strengthening the glass, 
strain patterns to appear in the glass, and these strain patterns 
are visible when viewed beween crossed-polarizers. 

“hese “gelatinous spots” are, in fact, the strain patterns in 
the glass, and the intensity with gh 3 they are seen varies 
according to the angle of the sun. 

Sometimes they cannot be seen at all, at other times they are 
inclined to be a nuisance but, as Mr. D. T. Hartley points out 
[63509], in which he rightly claims support, it is far better 
to see the spots and remove the eye fatigue resulting from the 
glare of the road surface than to go without Polaroid glasses

POLAROID “TWITCH” 
An Interesting Phenomenon 


[63584.}—Mr. E. Wm. Chinn [63531] makes one remark in his 
letter which I cannot let pass without comment. He says tha 
“the glare is actually reduced by the tint in the sun spectacles 
and to my reasoning a proper ophthdlmic san lens dispensed by a 
qualified optical practitioner is to be preferred.” 

This can be shown to be a gross exaggeration by observing 
that phenomenon I call “Polaroid Twitch.” It is often ea: 
to recognize wearers of Polaroid spectacles by their habit of 
leaning their head to one side. They do this because of the 
fascination of watching the immediate change in the effect of 
the glasses. When worn normally with the head vertical they 
are far more effective sun glasses than the very light tinting of 
the lenses would suggest them to be. On tilting the head to 
one side the effect of the polarization vanishes and the wearer can 
see all the glare which was previously eliminated. This is par 
ticularly noticeable on the surface of the road and not only on 
strong reflecting surfaces such as the bonnet of a car 

This is a very convincing demonstration of the ability of 
these glasses to cut out all glare without darkening everything

, | ‘HEY say a little knowledge is a 
dangerous thing, but no know- 
ledge at all can be at least em- 

barrassing, if mot dangerous also. 

There are people who genuinely know 

nothing about cars (usually novices) 

and we certainly do not blame them for 
their awkwardness; we all have to pass 
through the novice stage some time. 

The awkwardness of these types lies in 

the fact that they often blame the car 

for things which happen purely as a 

result of their ignorance; and when we 

try to put them right we come up 
against the almost insurmountable 
difficulty of explaining a highly techni- 
cal affair without being able to use any 
technical language. A further difficulty 
1S that the novice often cannot convey 
to us exactly what the trouble is: for 
example, we recently spent a lot of 
time pulling a starter to pieces to trace 
an alleged occasional failure to func- 
tion, only to find after further cross- 
examination of the novice-owner that 
the real trouble was failure of the 
engine to start—a very different story 
. * 


e 
As I have said before, the customer is 
‘ ulways right and we are always 
wrong One of our commonest 
“errors” is failure to predict, when re- 
pairing one part of a car, that some 
other part of the car is about to give 
trouble. In other words, ‘many a 
motorist takes the line that if his car 
has been in our workshops for any sort 
of repair it will give no trouble what- 
ever for several weeks; and that if it 
does we were wrong not to have spotted 
the impending failure and warned him 
of it. Quite often, I admit, we are in 
the wrong, and we are constantly trying 
to educate our fitters to keep an eye out 
for faults, whether connected with the 
immediate job in hand or not, and to 
report them. These faults are made 
known to the owner when he collects 
the car 

It is not possible, however, to carry 
out a thorough examination of every car 
we receive in the workshops, so that 
faults are often overlooked. Moreover, 
this practice of reporting faults is not 
always appreciated and often leads to 
an accusation that we are trying to 
make extra work; which, of course, is 
exactly what we are doing, because the 
essence of selling service is to tell the 
motorist all the jobs he ought to have 
done in the hope of being able to make 
a legitimate profit out of the necessary 
repairs! (After all, we have to make a 
living somehow.) 

But what I resent is the suspicion 
ipparently harboured by quite a few 
motorists that the repairs we recom- 


mend are not, in fact, necessary and 
that we are trying to exploit ignorance 
to our own advantage; some service 
stations, I am sorry to say, indulge in 
this mean practice but I do not think 
many would sink to it. Certainly I am 
human enough to feel a sort of grim 
satisfaction when one of the unbelievers 
suffers a major breakdown through 
ignoring my advice ! 
* * * 

“INCE I last contributed to this 
~“ journal I have changed my job 
And what a change it has been: from 
the leisurely tempo of life in a small 
cathedral city to the bustle of the great 
metropolis; from a comparatively small 
firm in which the executives were in 
constant personal touch with the staff 
and the customers, to a vast under- 
taking remote-controlled through 
armies of receptionists, foremen and 
charge-hands. Little jobs which I for- 
merly handled myself whenever I could 
snatch a spare hour or two now provide 
full-time employment for a junior exe- 
cutive with an office full of clerks; what 
used to keep one man busy is now the 
combined effort of a commissionaire, a 
gatekeeper and a dozen or so mainten- 
ance men. Bow down you commis- 
sionaire, lift up your hands you gate- 
keeper, and worship the Idol of 
Service ! 

Seriously, though, the position I have 
now taken up is about as different from 
my previous one as it could possibly 
be. Apart from the main differences in 
the localities and the sizes of the estab- 
lishments, I find I have had to abandon 
entirely all my previous ideas on the 
handling of customers, relationship 
with the workshop staff and the prob- 
lems of management generally. And 
as for costs ! 

* . . 

I ERE is another item for the be- 

lieve-it-or-not department. Many 
popular post-war models have shown 
a distressing tendency to leak in rainy 
weather, windscreens, sliding roofs and 
anti-draught windows all being sources 
of this trouble. Motorists who have 
complained of soaked trouser-legs and 
have visited their garage to have the 
matter rectified are naturally indignant 
when alleged cures prove to be entirely 
ineffective. 

I would ask such sufferers not to be 
too hard on their garage men because 
there is a most curious obstacle in the 
way of dealing with this trouble, and 
that is the difficulty of carrying ‘out a 
reliable test after repairs have been 
completed. Indeed, I would go so far 
as to say that it is impossible to repro- 
duce artificially in.the average work- 
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shop the precise effects of heavy rain. 
I have actually seen a car placed in the 
wash-bay and bombarded with jets of 
water under considerable pressure and 
from all angles without a drop of water 
penetrating; yet on the following day 
the same car, taken down the road in 
a quite gentle shower, leaked like a 
sieve. 
* _ * 

BRITISH manufacturers who tend 

to follow transatlantic design can 
always seek to justify themselves by 
pointing out that they have to sell their 
cars in countries where cars are judged 
by American standards. This is a fair 
grgument; but there are certain fea- 
tures of American design which involve 
mechanical complications when applied 
to British cars. I have in mind par- 
ticularly the steering column gear 
change. Until the recent advent of 
hydraulic transmissions, almost all 
American cars were fitted with three- 
speed gear boxes. Remote selection of 
only four gear positions from the steer- 
ing column is quite simple, and has 
been successfully provided on three- 
speed British cars such as Ford and 
Vauxhall. Add a fifth position, as is 
necessary on cars with four speeds, and 
the mechanism becomes complicated, 
susceptible to maladjustment and even 
liable to complete failure; apart from 
which, in my experience, the move- 
ment of the controls for three-speed 
gear boxes is usually lighter, smoother 
and more positive. In short, I feel that 
there comes a point where mechanical 
considerations should overrule the dic- 
tates of fashion. 

* * 

GHOULD a service station carry out 
“ customer’s instructions which may 
lead the customer into trouble? The 
other day a customer asked for a motor 
cycle size GB plate, with white letters 
on a black ground, to be fitted to his 
car, on the grounds that it looked 
neater and matched the number plate. 
I had heard rumours that officials at 
certain ports were insisting on the ob- 
servance of regulations to the letter, to 
the great inconvenience of motorists 
whose cars were “improperly dressed.” 
I warned the customer of the risk he 
was taking; I even rang up the A.A. 
in his presence and obtained their sup- 
port for my attitude; but all to no avail. 
When he comes back I shall ask him 
how he fared.

Carburettor Conversion

“THE question of air velocity in a mani- 
fold is rather complex and it is 
difficuls to give you exact instructions 
without first knowing a lot more of the 
facts. As a general guide you should use 
a carburettor bore similar to the diameter 
of the inlet manifold and experiment with 
your carburettor settings to give you 
the best performance and fuel consump- 
non 
Of course, the only really satisfactory 
way to do this is to remove the engine 
from the chassis and mount it on a brake

Cirelip and Smoke 


A year ago I purchased a 1938 Ford 
Eight saloon, fitted with a reconditioned 
engine, which, it was stated, had done 
about 700 miles. However, at less than 
2,000 miles a circlip came adrift from the 
gudgeon pin, badly scoring the bore 

A new con-rod was fitted, also piston, 
and gudgeon pin, the big end cap being 
“let up” to fit the undersized crankshaft 
Oil consumption has jumped from almost 
nil to an excessive amount, smoke comes 
from under the bonnet and enters the car, 
also a mping” action is heard when 
lifting the oil filler cap. The tick-over is 
even but noisy, and the engine seems 
auiet at normal speeds. Starting is in- 


the circlip incident, and this can be caused 
in two ways: Either the scoring of the 
cylinder block is preventing a proper seal 
and allowing oil to pass up and gas to 
pass down at the point, or, if the bore is 
in good condition, it may well be that the 
replacement piston was not of the correct 
‘ oversize.”
